Apparently, t-shirts designed 
to symbolize Southern heritage 
and honoring the Confederate 
flag haye become very popular 
among teenagers, and the fact 
that the Confederate flag has 
always been associated with 
being a Rebel adds extra appeal 
to students at Zion Chapel. 

With more than one company 
producing these type t-shirts, 
consumers are open to many dif- 
ferent designs, and some name

According to Coffee County

Linda Ingram, many students 
started. wearing these type t- 
Shirts last year as Well as waving 
large Confederate flags from 
their vehicles. Over time this 
had become a problem in the 
schools, and she Said the faculty 
asked principal Jerry Barnes to 
address the situation. ~ His 
response came as a warn- 
ing to students early last 
week that shirts deemed 
offensive. and 
containing the 
Rebel flag 
would pot be 
allowed 

Ingram said the 
policy has always 
been toask stu- 
dents wearing 
offensive shirts 
to turn them the 
wrong. side out for 
the remainder of the 
) school day or take 
it off if the student 
had another shirt. 

Ingram said 
none of the. shirts 
involved in last week’s situation 
were Zion Chapel Rebel shirts, 
and students were only sent 
home after refusing to turn their 
shirt inside out. She said stu- 
dents were allowed to come 
back to school after changing. 

“The situation was not nearly 
as controversial as some made it 
out to be,” Ingram said. “I 
would say there was less than 10 
children in the entire week that 
got in trouble,”

During Coffee Coun 
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County revenue commissioner and probate 
judge address governor’s proposed tax plan

During the regular meeting of 
the Coffee County Commission 
Meanday, Aug. 11, two depart- 
ment heads addressed how the 
governor's proposed tax plan if 
passed will effect business in 
their offices. 

Coffee County Revenue 
Commissioner Ronnie Burns 


and Coffee County Probate 


Judge William ff 
Gammill each 
accepted an invita- 
tion from the com- 
mission to discuss 
the proposed tax plan 
and the changes 
county residents will 
endure if it is passed 
by voters ony 
Tuesday, Sept. 9. 

Burns immediately 
let it be known that he 
is opposed to the passage of the 
tax plan indicating he feels it 
will be “too much, too quick on 
a certain sector of society.” 

He explained the changes the 
plan will enforce through a fig- 
ure comparison, and said the 
current state tax on 240 acres 
with a $600 per acre value is 
$31.20. Through the governor's 
proposed plan, he said the tax on 
this same acreage amount will 
increase to $84. 

The acre exemption will 
increase from 160 to 200; how- 
ever, Burns said the assessment 
ratio will also increase from 10 
percent to 100 _ percent. 
Burns said this will result in a 
170 percent increase in state tax,

The revenue commissioner 
also gave a comparison on how 
the plan wall effect taxes on a 
house valued at $100,000. 

Like the acreage example, he 
said the millage rate will 
decrease from 6.5 mills to 3.5 
mills, but again, the assessment 
rauio will increase from 10 per- 
cent to 100 percent. 

With these changes, the state 
tax will go from the current 
amount of $39 to 
$175.if the proposed 
plan is passed, That 
will be a difference of 
$136 or a 350 percent 
increase in state tax. 

Burns also said the 
county assessment 
vflue will remain the 
same; therefore, the 
increase in taxes will 
strictly be a state 
increase. 

He said these figures repre- 
sent a normal homestead, 
and those over 65 will 
sull be exempt if their 
income qualifies them 
for the exemption. 

Although Burns said 
he supports the governor, 
he said he can not sup- 
port this proposed tax 
plan because of the too 
much, too quick reason- 
ing along with no one 
being able to fully 
explain all the aspects of the 
proposed tax plan. 

“This bill is a very complicat- 
ed, very long bill,” Burns said, 
“| would be very afraid to vote 
for something they can't explain

wholly to you.” 

Probate Judge William 
Gammill said the governor’s 
proposed tax plan will effect 
taxpayers in three different 
ways through probate office 
transactions, 

He said casual sales tax will 
increase 1/2 percent on the sale 
of all vehicles and boats. 
Currently, the state sales tax is 2 
percent. 

Gammill said this will equate 
to an increase of $50 per each 
$10,000 of purchase price of all 
vehicles and boats. 

Through the proposed plan, 
he said the ad valorem tax .an 
vehicles will experience an 
increase of a four year period. 

Currently, private owned 
vehicles are taxed for ad val- 
orem taxes based on 15 percent 
of the assessed value multiplied 
by a 6.5 millage rate. Over a 
four year period, Gammill said 
the proposed tax 
plan will gradual- 
ly increase the 
assessment ratio 
from 15 percent 
to 100 percent, 
The millage rate 
will decrease

Gammill used

taxpayer Owning a vehicle val-

the red clay. 

Apparently, a hydraulic hose 
from a piece of machinery being 
used in the cemetery burst and 
oil from the hose got on the 
monument, Since there is no 
good way to clean hydraulic oil, 
the suggested way to clean the 
monument was to place red clay 
on it.

Several newly wealthy prospectors sailed 
from Skagway, Alaska on the SS Portland, 
arriving in the Pacific Northwest city of Seattle 
on July 17th. With them, they brought three 
tons of gold. Like a thunderbolt, news of a 
Klondike gold strike struck Seattle. Faster than 
a prairie wildfire, it flashed across the country, 
and by early fall nearly 100,000 people were 
racing to the Klondike.

Dept. of Public 
Safety to begin 
drug testing 


Departments of Public Safety 
Director Col. Mike Coppage 
recently announced the agency 
will conduct random drug test- 
ing of employees to help ensure 
their safety and that of the pub- 
lic 

“The use of illegal controlled 
substances, the abuse of legally 
obtained controlled substances, 
or the use or presence of alcohol 
while on duty jeopardizes the 
safety of departmental employ- 
ees’ and the citizens of this 
state,” said Coppage. 

In accordance with DPS 
Policy Order 25, testing will be 
used to detect the unlawful] use 
of alcohol and controlled sub- 
stances, according to. Coppage, 
The policy also provides that 
any employee who refuses to 
submit to testing will be placed 
on mandatory annual leave and 
face disciplinary action. 

Under the procedure, 
nonswom personnel in sensitive 
‘positions and arresting officers 
will be tested, Coppage said. 
Troops will be selected at ran- 
dom, and employees within 
troops randomly. selected for 
testing. 

Coppage said the policy order 
providing for random drug test- 
ing has been in place since 1991, 
and that “re-implementing” it is 
just good public policy. 

“It is imperative that we, as 
law enforcement. professionals, 
set the highest example possible 
for the public we serve by 
remaining. drug-free,’ said 
Coppage.

Alabamians again advised to protect themselves from mosquitoes 


Nine human cases of West 
Nile virus infection have been 
reported in the state during 2003, 
including two confirmed deaths 
in persons in their 80s, WNV 
infections in humans have been 
reported from the following 
counties: Baldwin, two cases 
including one fatal; Blount, one 
case; Geneva two cases; 
Marshall, one case; Monroe, one 
case; Shelby, one case; and 
Talladega, one fatal case. 

West Nile virus and Eastern 
Equine Encephalitis virus have 
been detected across a broad 
geographic region of the state. 
West. Nile virus has thus far 
been detected in mosquitoes, 
horses, birds and humans in 21 
counties in Alabama. Eastern 
Equine Encephalitis virus has 
been detected in mosquitoes, 


horses, birds and an emu distrib-__ 


uted across. 18 counties in 
Alabama. 

The cases highlight the need 
to take personal precautionary 
measures to prevent exposure 
and reduce the risk of being bit- 
ten by infected mosquitoes: 

“We continue to be concemed, 
and we advise Alabamians to 
take precautions to avoid mos- 
quito bites,” said Dr. Donald 
Williamson, state health officer. 
“All Alabamians should assume 
that. mosquitoes infected with 
mosquito-borme Virus are in their 
communities and we anticipate 
additional cases. The risk of dis- 


“Can You 


ease from mosquito bites will 
probably increase and only sub- 
side when a freeze in late fall 
kills the mosquitoes.” 

In 2002 Alabama experienced 
49 human cases of West Nile 
virus infection, three of which 
were fatal. 

Both viruses in humans cause 
a spectrum of illness ranging 
from infection without any 
symptoms to encephalitis 
involving fever, headache and 
possibly confusion, disorienta- 
tion, stupor, tremors, convul- 
sions, paralysis, coma and 
death. Most people who are 
infected do not get sick. People 
with encephalitis —are— sick 
enough that they will seek med- 
ical care and be hospitalized. 
The seriousness of an illness 
may depend on a person's health 

West Nile virus affects the 
elderly most severely and 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis: is 
most severe in both the young 
and the elderly. Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis in humans can 
have a mortality rate as high as 
30 percent, considerably higher 
than that seen with West Nile 
encephalitis. 

To lower the risk of being bit- 
ten. by mosquitoes, persons 
should remember the five D's of 
Prevention: Dusk, Dawn, Dress, 
DEET and Drain. Avoid being 
outside during dawn and dusk 
when mosquitoes are most

Avoiding mosquito bites and 
eliminating mosquito-breeding 
sites will help protect individu- 
als and the community from 
West Nile virus and Eastern 
Eguine ‘Encephalitis and the 
other mosquito-borne viruses 
that occur in Alabama. These 
viruses are maintained by trans- 
mission between birds and mos- 
quitoes. 

However, -sometimes — the 
viruses. spread to humans and 
other animals by mosquitoes 
that feed on infected birds and 
then bite humans and other ani- 
mals. People contribute to the 
continuing cycle of these virus- 
es by maintaining environments 
(especially standing water) in 
which mosquitoes can lay eggs 

These mosquito-borne viruses 
are nol spread person-to-person, 
horse-to-person, or horse-to- 
horse. A person or animal 1s usu- 
ally infected through the bite of 
an infected mosquito. The key 
{oO protection is avoiding mos- 
quito bites.

The Coffee County Courthouse in Elba remains a true testament of time as the building reaches a great 
milestone tomorrow (Friday). Aug. 22, 2003. The courthouse building was dedicated Aug. 22,1903 
and remains intact for.its 100th birthday this week. Through the years, the courthouse has endured 
three devastating floods (1929, 1990 and 1998) but proved that not even raging river waters could 
destroy the historical marker, Elba became the county seat of Coffee County in 1852, and the first Elba 
courthouse was a two-story white frame building completed in 1853. However. it was burned by

a band of Confederate deserters, bushwhackers. and Tories in 1863, In 1867, a 
replacement was built, and in 1881 that building was sold and moved. The first brick courthouse was 
completed in 1882. That building was later enlarged but proved inadequate; therefore, the present 
building was built in 1903, Now, 100 years later, this courthouse building, a two-story brick 
Romanesque structure with Richardsonian influences, continues to be main office for conducting 
eounty business. It also sits as the focal point for the “square” in downtown Elba. Among its attrib- 
utes, the Coffee County Courthouse in Elba is named in the National Register of Historical Locations, | 


New voter identification laws and uniform polling hours 
precleared by justice department for upcoming election 


Attorney General Bill Pryor 
recently announced that the U.S. 
Justice Department has pre- 
cleared new laws on voter iden- 
tification and statewide uniform 
polling hours, which will allow 
these procedures to be used in 
the September 9 constitutional 
amendment election. The pre- 
clearance does not include the 
section of the voter identifica- 
tion law dealing with absentee 
ballots, which will be taken. up 
at a later date. 

“The implementation of our 
new voter identification law is a 
tremendous victory for honest 
elections and the voters of 
Alabama,” Pryor\said. “Voter ID 
is a basic and reasonable safe- 
guard that will preserve the 
integrity of our elections and 
protect the fundamental nights 
of citizens to cast their votes. I 
am pleased also that the new 
statewide uniform voting hours 
should provide a more efficient 
and convenient voting process.” 

Act 2003-381 provides that 
citizens voting in person must 
present identification at the

These parts of the law 
were precleared and will be 
implemented for the September 
9 election. 

The Justice Department fur- 
ther accepted the interpretation 
in an Attorney General’s opin- 
ion issued by Pryor on July 25 
that implementation would be 
delayed for provisions of voter 
identification regarding absen- 
tee ballots. The opinion to Lee 
County Circuit Clerk Corinne T, 
Hurst noted that absentee ballot 
materials must be delivered to 
election managers not less than 
40 days before the date of an 
election, which would have 
been July 31. Furthermore, 
although Act 2003-381 calls for 
voter identification with absen- 
tee ballots, the instructions and 
procedures for carrying out that 
requirement ure set oul in a sep- 
arate law, Act 2003-313, which 
will be submitted for preclear- 
ance in the near future.

FORMS OF VOTER IDENTIFICATION 


The new Voter ID law will be in effect for the Sept. 9 and subse- 
quent elections in Alabama, Act 2003-381 provides that the fol- 
lowing forms of identification may be accepted: 


(1) Acurrent valid photo identification, 
(2) A copy of a current utility bill, bank statement, government 
check, paycheck, or other government document that shows the 
name and address of the voter. The term “other government docu- 
ment” may include but is not limited to, any of the following: 

a, A valid identification card issued by a branch, 

department agency, or entity of the State of Alabama, 

any other state, or the United States authorized by law 

to issue personal identification. 

b. A valid United States passport, 

c. A valid Alabama hunting or fishing license. 

d. A valid Alabama permit to carry a pistol or 


e. A valid pilot’s license issued by the Federal 
Aviation Administration or other authorized agency 


f. A valid United States military identification card. 

2. A certified copy of the elector’s birth certificate. 

h. A valid Social Security card. 

i. Certified naturalization document.
